The Town of Estill is pleased to present you with this year's Annual Water Guality Report, a requirement of SCDHEC
and EPA. This report is designed to inform you about the water quality and services we deliver to you every day. Our
constant goal is to provide you with a safe and dependable supply of drinking water. Our water sources consist of three
wells: Lilly Street and Grayson Avenue Extensions, Spray Field Road and Hwy 321 and Hendrix Mill and Wilcox Road.

have access to the internet please call Town Hall at (803) 625-3243 to make arrangements to view this document. If you have
any questions or want to learn more about this report or your water utility, please attend any one of our regularly scheduled
meetings. They are held on the second Wednesday of each month at 6:00 p.m. in the courtroom located at Town Hail.

As water travels over the land or underground, it can pick up substances or contaminants such as microbes,
inorganic and organic chemicals, and radioactive substances. All drinking water, including bottled drinking water, may be
reasonably expected to contain at least trace amounts of some chemicals. It is important to remember that the presence of
contaminants does not necessarily pose a health risk. More information about contaminants and potential health effects can
be obtained by calling the Environmental Protection Agency Safe Drinking Water Hotline at 1-800-426-4791.

Some people may be more vulnerable to contaminants in drinking water than the general population. Immuno-
compromised persans such as those with cancer undergoing chemotherapy, persons who have undergone an organ
transpiant, people with HIV/AIDS or other immune system disorders, some elderly, and infants can be particularly at risk from
infections. These people should seek advice about drinking water from their health care providers. EPA/CDC guidelines on
appropriate means to lessen the risk of infection by cryptosporidium and other microbiological contaminants are available
from the Safe Drinking Water Hotline {1-800-426-4791).

If present, elevated levels of lead can cause serious health problems, especially for pregnant women and YOUNE
children. Lead in drinking water is primarily from materials and components associated with service lines and home
plumbing. The Town of Estill is responsible for providing high quality drinking water, but cannot control the variety of
materials used in plumbing components. When your water has been sitting for several hours, you can minimize the potential
for lead exposure by flushing your tap for 30 seconds to 2 minutes before using water for drinking or cooking. if you are
concerned about lead in your drinking water, you may wish to have your water tested. Information on lead in drinking water,
